_On Saturday, April 14th, 1804, I took an omnibus 
ride under circumstances which I can never forget.

He started out from No. 240 Blackfriars Road 
with a bomb under his coat, prepared to hurl it, when 
the proper time came, at the Stock Exchange. I was, 
with other detective officers, prepared to frustrate his 
wicked design. We expected to see him meet Farnara, 
his friend, and we wanted to arrest both together. 
It has often been my lot to see one of a party of con- 
spirators left in the lurch at the last moment. Farnara 
deserted Polti, and Polti gazed around him, troubled 
in spirit, his countenance betraying at once supreme 
anxiety, a dogged determination, and a bitter dis- 
appointment.

A: dé Jclting Trains Cause Paralysis. 


To assert that railways are not a great blessing to 
mankind in dozens of ways would, of course, be 
absolutely ridiculous, yet, at the same time, it is little 
understood that they, directly or indirectly, are the 
greatest distributors of discase. 

This fact has received too little attention at the 
hands of sanitary authorities and medical experts. 
And the millions of poen who, for purposes of busi- 
ness or pleasure, daily travel on the lines which thread 
all parts of the Linglam, go their way recklessly and 
fearlessly carrying and distributing the germs of all 
manner of diseases. ; 

A moment's reflection will show you that this is not 
idle or empty talk. If you do not live in the suburbs 
of London or any other great city, and are not in the 
habit of travelling by rail to your place of business, 
go to any of our big termini stations and see trainloa 
after trainload of men and women arriving at their 
destination. 

From between the hours of six and ten in the morn- 
ing and from four to nine in the evening, you will see 
scarcely a compartment without its allotted number 
of passengers, and in not a few carriages many persons, 
unable to obtain a seat, will be seen standing up. 
Trains could be mentioned on certain London lines 
where it is the invariable custom for six to ten persons 
to stand up both morning and evening in every com- 
partment. 


LIMITED BREATHING SPACE. 

In a way that is truly sad they are huddled together 
in the meagre space allotted them by the railway 
company. For ten minutes, or even half an hour, 
their breathing space is limited to a few square feet, 
and that is not all, each passenger has to share that 
breathing ce with nine, eleven, or more passengers, 

In the winter, too, the windows will invariably be 
closed tight, and in the summer some standing-up 

nger in all probability will have his back to the 
oor, preventing any ingress of air. 

This would be enough were every passenger in 
the best condition of health. But it rarely happens 
that one enters a full compartment without at least 
finding one sufferer. 

The incipient consumptive, the person with a bad 
cold, the man with sores or abscesses—such travellers 
as these are to be found every day on our railways. 
And while they are huddled together in the compart- 
ment with heal persons they are dispensing the 
germs of disease round them. 

ABSORBING DISEASE GERMS. 

Is is impossible to ride in a full compartment with- 
out taking into the system the germs of some disease 
of one kind or another. If you are healthy the white 
corpuscles of your blood will fight and defeat the 
disease bacilli; if you are out of condition you may 
fall sick and have an illness, which sets you a 
how fg obtained it. But few people blame the rail- 
iy or it. : 

nother way in which passengers get diseases is 
through the dirt to be freely found in the carriages of 
most lines. The dirt on the seats and floor is the 
lurking place of countless diseases. A leading bacteri- 
ologist not long since took a pinch of dust from the 
seats of several railway carriage, When placed under 
the microscope this dust revealed microbes of tubercle, 
anthrax, lockjaw, and other diseases in & greater 
proportion than in the dust taken from any other publio 
place. 

{t is in the clothes of the railway pepecere that 
diseases are invariably carried—to ellow workers 
at business or his family and friends at home. The 
clean, well-brushed suit of the clerk, or the neat dress 
of the business girl, owing to the crowding of railway 
compartments, cannot possibly be kept from contact 
with the objectionable clothes of other people. 

CARRYING MICROBES FROM TOWN TO TOWN.

There have been many in- 
stances to prove it. 

Professor Clifford Allbutt, who for many years 
has occupied the Chair of Medicine at Cambridge 
University, only the other day in a lecture at the 
London Institution, showed how in the spread of 
epidemics those towns were attacked first at which 

rough trains stopped, while the smaller places served 
by slow or local trains only were s red till later. 

The professor proved his assertion with the case of 
the first outbreak of influenza in this country. 
Influenza, which has its home in Northern China, was 
comparatively unknown till the opening of the Trans- 
Siberian Railway. 

In Dr. Allbutt’s own words: “In the great epidemic 
of 1889 Bokhara was the point of dissemination in 
Europe, whence it followed three trade routes. It 
reached New York from England in Pee the time taken 
by the fastest steamer running at the time.” Briefly, 
had there been no Trans-Siberian Railway the epidemic 
of influenza which some years ago killcd off thousands 
of persons in Great Britain, Europe, and Amierica 
would never have occurred, 

RUINING THE EYESIGHT. 

Since the advent of the railway there has been 4 
very great increase in the number of sufferers with 
certain kinds of diseases. Many hundreds of persons 
have ruined their eyesight by reading in trains and by 
sitting near open carriage windows--essy victims to 
sparks. Exposing the throat to draughts at the open 
window, again, has brought about many diseases of 
this organ besides that of the chest, and it is also well 
known that paralysis is very often traceable to the 
shocks given to the spinal column by the sudden jerks 
and constant stops as the train pulls up at the stations. 

Though the breakdown of the eyesight or the nervous 
system comes suddenly at the last, it is really the 
accumulated result of months, and perhaps years, of 
constant railway travelling. 

Moreover, there is a special form of disease which is 
dissotty., due to railways. It is called “railway 

ney.’ 

The artificial stoppage of the pores, produced by 
the dust and fire-grime inseparable from railway 
travelling, checks the free perspiration of the skin. This 
means that more or less of the twenty-three ounces of 
perspiration secreted daily must find another channel, 
and the extra work falls on the kidneys. 

The natural résult of a continuance of such pro- 
kenge journeys by rail is an overtaxing of the organ, 
and this sets up a condition of disease.
